ALVISO C.S.O. FAMILY HEALTH CENTER 
Inaugural celebration Saturday,May 8th-10:00 a.m. 


The inaugural celebration of the 
Alviso C.S.O. Family Health Center will 
climax over 1,6 months over 16 months of 
hard work and dedication on the parts of 
members of the Alviso Community Ser¬ 
vice Organization. The celebration will 
take place on Saturday, June 8, a dedi¬ 
cation Mass at 10:00 a.m. will start the 
day off. The inaugural ceremonies will 
take place at 12 noon, to be followed by 
a traditional Mexican meal prepared and 
served by the women of the community. 
Beer will also be on sale. A Mariachi 
Band will provide music from 1:00 till 
5:00 in the afternoon, special events will 
take place while the Mariachis are catch¬ 
ing their breath, EL TEATRO URBANO 
from San Jose State will be on the Special 
Events to take place. 

Mrs. Betty Palus will provide a 
puppet show, both adults and children 
tours through the center will be lead by 
girls from the Community. Children will 
be supervised in a special play area, 
there will be dancing from 8:00 p.fn. till 
midnight. Several special guests have 
been invited. These include Cesar Cha¬ 
vez and Senator Robert Kennedy, but at 
present have not received confirmation 
from these people. 

Below, in very brief chronologi¬ 
cal order, are the major events and ac¬ 
tions that took place. It should first be 
noted that nothing could have been ac¬ 
complished without heroic effort, co¬ 
operation and mutual trust of many people 
in the community.

1. Spring, 1966: A group of com¬ 
munity people formed an organization 
called ACCION. This group was made up 
of both Anglos and Mexicans. The pur¬ 
pose was to try to solve community prob¬ 
lems. 

2. June, 1966; ACCION defines 
health problems as the community's 
greatest need. A health committee is 
formed to seek solutions to this problem. 

3. July, 196 6: ACCION dissolves 
due to language problems between Anglos 
and Mexicans. Health committee conti¬ 
nues to seek ways to solve communitv 
health problems. The services of two 
doctors at 2 hours per night, 5 nights a 
week is arranged between the Adult Pro-

bation Dept., the I.R.S., and the Health 
Committee. 

4. August. 1966: Interest in the 
Health Committee's progress grows in 
the Mexican community and a new group 
is formed, called the Community Service 
Organization. The C.S.O, is a chapter of 
a national organization. The Community 
Service Organization assumes leadership 
in seeking ways to establish an out-pa¬ 
tient clinic. They secure the use of a 
small room in the back of the local Com¬ 
munity Action Agency's (local office of 
O.E.O.' s War on Poverty) Office, and 
after many trips and much haggling with 
Santa Clara County Hospital, receiving 
enough cast off equipment to furnish an 
examination room. Sample drugs are so¬ 
licited from area doctors and a small 
out-patient night clinic is opened. 

5. September, 1966: The C.S.O. 
Health Committee begins to administer 
the night clinic. They do their own book¬ 
keeping, pay bills, collect accounts re¬ 
ceivable, set up records system. This 
is all done on a volunteer basis. 

6. October, 1966: C.S.O. recog¬ 
nizes a need for a much more adequate 
health services program and starts to 
seek funds to establish a more compre¬ 
hensive program with a building of their 
own. The group makes contact with Dr. 
Ernesto Garlarza, a consultant with the 
Ford Foundation. Dr. Garlarza advises 
C.S.O. that if they could put together a 
proposal of what the group could do with 
$10, 000, he will present it to the Ford 
Foundation. A 4-unit motel structure, 
that is for sale, is located by one of the 
members. A delegation, with violins and 
sad song, visits the owner and he agrees 
to give the structure to C.S.O. 

7. November. 1966 : C.S.O. sub¬ 
mits application to Ford Foundation. C. 
S.O. also gets a 20 year lease of a 50' X 
135' city lot from the City of Alviso after 
exerting much pressure on the City Coun¬ 
cil. A delegation of C.S.O. members vi¬ 
sit the Santa Clara County Public Works 
Department to get some fill dirt to bring 
the clinic site above street level (Alviso 
is 8 feet below sea level). 

8. December. 1966; The County 


Public Works Dept, agrees to provide 
3, 000 yards of fill dirt. C.S.O. buys 
dump-truck drivers a bottle or two and 
receive 12, 000 yards of fill dirt. 

9. January. 1967: C.S.O. is no¬ 
tified by Ford Foundation that it is a- 
warded a $10,000 grant as seed money to 
start and operate their clinic. O.E.O. 
hears of C.S.O. activities and the Ford 
Foundation grant and sends a represen¬ 
tative to Alviso to offer C.S.O. assist¬ 
ance. The C.S.O. Health Committee and 

C. S.O. Board of Directors agrees to ap¬ 
ply for O.E.O. funds on two conditions. 
First, that funds go directly for C.S.O. 
inAlviso andO.E.O. in Washington, D.C. 
Second, that C.S.O, be allowed to design 
its own program to fit its own needs. 

10: February. 1967: C.S.O. starts 
work on preparing a proposal for a com¬ 
prehensive Neighborhood Health Center. 
The motel unit is moved from South San 
Jose (15 miles) to its present location. 
The members of C.S.O. start remodel¬ 
ing the building. 

11: March. 1967: Every weekend 
members spend their time remodeling 
the building. The women of the commun¬ 
ity prepare lunch for the men working on 
the Health Center. C.S.O. completes its 
proposal and sends it off to O.E.O. 

12: April. 1967 : C.S.O. elects a 
delegation from the membership to re¬ 
present the community in Washington, 

D. C. when the proposal is negotiated with 
O.E.O. officials. Accompanying the C.S. 
O. delegation is Dr. Robert Alway from 
the Stanford University and Dr. Joseph 
Ignatius of El Camino Hospital. The ses¬ 
sion is very emotional and the C.S.O. de¬ 
legation is ready to walk out because any 
real understanding of the problems of 
low-income people is lacking on the part 
of some of the O.E.O. officials. Com¬ 
promises on a few major areas of disa¬ 
greement are reached, and the delega¬ 
tion returns to Alviso. 

13. June. 1967 : C.S.O. receives 
telegram from O.E.O. that it has been a- 
warded a $447, 638 grant to establish a 
comprehensive Neighborhood Health Cen¬ 
ter program. Work continues on remo-

deling Health Center building. Every 
Saturday and Sunday- 10-40 community 
people go down to the center and work. 
Women in the community prepare a hot 
lunch (which is really a feast) and bring 
it down to the center. 

The rest of the story is one of 
hard work and dedication by many people 
in the community. Some members have 
attended meetings at least once a week 
for the past 12 to 14 months and given up 
their weekends with their families in or¬ 
der to work on the clinic. 

The walls in the center are co¬ 
vered with vinyl through the cooperation 
of Mr. Rod Thompson, of the Resilient 
Floor Covcrers Association. He arranged 
for C.S.O. to acquire all the leftover mat¬ 
erial from the Los Angeles Airport. He 
also arranged for an apprenticeship class 
to lay the tile and carpet on the floors. 
95' ,' of the work on the Center has been 
done by community people on a volunteer 
basis. The electrical, plumbing, heat¬ 
ing and air conditioning was contracted 
on a low bid or at cost basis. Nicholson- 
Brown Construction Co. has provided a 
building and construction supervisor on 
a cost basis. He iias earned Ids weight 
in gold in showing us how to do things 
right, and how to cover up mistakes. It 
must be stated that the center lias been 
built twice. Wrong the first time and 
right the second time. The end result, 

in dollars and cents, has been the invest- 
* 

ment of $ 30 , 000 to produce a building 
worth over $100, 000. On another level, 
the end result lias been the investment 
of thousands of volunteer hours to pro¬ 
duce real involvement in community af¬ 
fairs.
